BOWIE, Md., March 28.— Lord Granite, the 
four-year-old son of Granite — Devonshire 
lK>lly, Tom Shannon has In training: for J. 
Shanks, the New York turfman, showed an 
excellent work this morning at the Prince 
George County track when he turned in a 
smashing three-quarters in 1 :16, The colt 
carried his weight, and it was his final prep- 
aration for the running of the Inaugural 
Handicap, on the opening day. The track 
was slow and deceptive following the recent 
rains, although bright skies greeted those 
that journeyed out to Bowie this morning. 

.Jockey A. Accardy, an apprentice, was 
astride Lord Granite and he began from the 
three-quarter post Through the going, his 
stride was smooth and frictionless, and at 
the fini.sh he pulled up without a long breath. 
His work was the sole topic of conversation 
about the track today. Shannon, a past mas- 
ter in fitting a horse for future engagements, 
is desirous of winning the Inaugural, and in 
I..ord Granite he has a formidable candidate. 
.Jockey A. Accardy will have the mount on 
the four-year-old. 

In addition to the son of Granite, Shannon 
has Lily M., Fifty-Fifty, Better Times and 
Sweet and Pretty stabled at the Bowie course. 
The latter was stricken with a fever en route 
north, but has fully recovered and will be 
seen in action this spring. Comic Song, one 
that raced with success, is at present at 
Aqueduct, and recent advices are that he is 
going along nicely in his trials. Mr. Shanks 
is in the market for other material to 
strengrthen the stable that he will race on 
the metropolitan tracks this year. 

MURPHY ESCAPES INJURY. 

Tdewellyn, one that trainer Martin has here 
for S. N. Holman, created no end of excite- 
ment this morning when brought out for a 
trial. He got the best of jockey F. Murphy, 
and after unseating him, ran away through 
the gap. Murphy escaped injury, and when 
Idewellyn was recaptured he was cut and 
l)ruised about the legs. The injuries, how- 
ever, are of a trifling nature and will not 
force trainer Martin to let up on the colt 

II. G. Bedw'ell, who races under the nom 
de course of the Kenton Stable, had his 
I>erby and Preakness candidate Senator 
Norris out for a gallop at Pimlico this 
morning. Jockey Scobie was astride the son 
of Cudgel, and he turned in a more than 
satisfactory three-quarters. Senator Norris 
lias developed into a good-looking three- 
year-old, and has won many friends at the 
old Hilltop course. Senator Norris came 
into prominence late last fall and can be 
looked upon a.s a sure starter, barring acci- 
dents, in the running of the Preakness. 
Scobie will do the riding for the Kenton 
Stable this year. Future plans, however, are 
n*ore or less in abeyance, but trainer Bedwell 
has the Canadian circuit in view. 

R. J. Walden is daily expected at Pimlico 
and it is rumored that the two-year-olds he 
has in his barn have show'n splendid trials 
over the private training track at the farm. 
The large stable that has for years been 
reserved for the AValdQn racers at Pimlico 
is in readiness, and track superintendent 
Brennan has completed all details. 

3IANY STABLE APPLICATIONS. 

Racing secretary Joe Mcl^ennan was kept 
busy this morning taking care of the final 
details that are encountered previous to the 
opening of a race meeting. The number of 
applications for stable accommodations are 
heavy and some will have to be denied. The 
track, despite the recent storms, has a good 
]»ottom and many good gallops are recorded 
daily. 

The division of the Rancocas Stable in 
fliarge of Frank Hackett had failed to show- 
up today, although stalls have been set 
aside for them. 

The influx of regulars and others can 
readily be noticed about the hotels and down- 
town lounging places. 

The latest arrivals here are Joseph P. 
Murphy, the handicapper, and Oscar Bach- 
man. 

Trainer Henr>' McDaniel, who is at present 
at Tijuana with a division of the J. K. L.

Wise Counsellor and Worthmore 
Sent Three-Quarters. 



Both Show Up Well — Altawood 
Works Impressively — Havana 
Special Arrives. 



LOUISVILLE. Ky., 3farch 28.— Wise Coun- 
sellor and Worthmore, the two crack colts 
that are being prepared for the Kentucky 
Derby by ,T. S. Ward, their owner and 
trainer, at Churchill Downs, were given the 
mest pretentious gallops at that track Friday 
morning when they were sent three-quar- 
ters mile, the greatest distance they have 
been worked out since their spring training 
began. 

The workout watchers caught the quarter 
in 26, half in 52 1-5, five-eighths in 1 :06 and 
three-quarters in 1 :19. The two colts were 
accompanied by Donges and Bear Grass and 
the quartette, beginning at the three-quar- 
ters post, went along in close alignment all 
the way, with Bear Grass having a slight 
advantage over Wise Counsellor at the fin- 
ish. Mr. Ward was well pleased with the 
work and gave it as his opinion that both of 
the Derby aspirants will soon be far enough 
advanced in their training to be sent along 
a speedy mile. 

Altawood, the colt that Ham Keene is 
handling for C. Bruce Head, also made a 
fine impression when he was sent five -eighths 
mile, accompanied by Alice Blue Gown and 
Flowers of I..ove, in 1 :05 3-5. The Derby eli- j 
gible kept pace with his older competitors 
all the way and finished with much in re- 
serve. 

Mr. Head was on hand to witness the 
Derby colt’s latest trial. “Chuck” Walker 
did not ask much of J. E. Madden’s Derby 
colts Gypsy King, Polo Ground and Check. 
He merely allowed them to canter around 
the course preparatory to a good trial sched- 
uled for Saturday morning, when owner Mad- 
den is expected to be on hand to view the 
celts in action. 

Two carloads of horses, comprising .a por- 
tion of the seven carload.s of the Havana 
special that left the Cuban city last Tuesday 
morning, reached Churchill Downs at noon 
Friday, fifteen hours behind schedule time. 
The delay was due to two freight wrecks on 
the road, one between Miami and Jackson- 
ville and the other between Jacksonville and 
Atlanta. The other five cars were rerouted 
at Corbin, Ky., three going to Huntington, 
one to Lexington and the other to Omaha.

LIVERPOOI.., England, March 28.— Lord Airlie’s Master Robert, an eleven -year-old 
chestnut stallion by Moorside II. — Dodd.s, by Dazzle, won from twenty-nine other high-class 
jumpers in the Grand National Steeplechase at the Aintree course this afternoon. T. Laid- 
law’s Fly Mask was second and W. Midwood’s Silvo third. Stephen Sanford’s pair. Drifter 
and Sergeant Murphy, finished fourth and fifth respectively. Only eight horses completed 
the difficult course, which is four miles and 856 yards in length. The sky was overcast, but 
the going was good. A bitter cold wind did not contribute to the comfort of the spectators. 
Th« crowd itself was by no means a record for the race, although it was estimated that 
— ggtahoiit 250.000 were present for the run- 

ning of England’s premier jumping classic.

J. E. Davis’ Representative Re- 
ported in Tip-Top Condition. 



Looms Up as Formidable Candidat.e for Iil- 
angural Handicap at Bowie — E. B. 
McLean’s Eligibles. 



BALTIMORE, Md.. March 28.— A new and 
formidable bidder for the $5,000 Inaugural 
Handicap, which will be the reward of the 
winner of the feature of the opening day’s 
.spring racing of the Southern Maryland 
Agricultural Association at Bowie next Tues- 
day, has developed at Washington in Joseph 
E. Davis’ Reparation. This Virginian-bred 
son of Trojan and Humility, the best horse, 
perhaps. Temple Gwathmey bred during the 
years he operated the Canterbury Stud of 
Fauquier and Culpeper counties, has been 
training under the eye of Matt Brady over 
the Benning course since March 1, and train- 
ing well. He is as far advanced toward rac- 
ing condition, indeed, as is George Wing- 
field’s Central Thatcher, Benning’s favorite 
for the Prince George’s opening special. 

Twice last week he galloped three-quarters 
of a mile in better than 1 :18 over the Ben- 
ning course, one of the slowest in the coun- 
try. Benning track is slower than Bowie | T. Laidlaw’s Fly Mask- 



King George V. was among the spectators. 

At the halfway mark H, IJddell’s Winnall 
was in the lead, with Drifter in second posi- 
tion. A mile from the finish Master Robert, 
ridden witli excellent judgment by Trudegill. 
raced into the lead and he continiied to 
increa.se his advantage for the remainder of 
the distance. Master Robert crossed the fin- 
ish witli four lengths to spare, while Fly 
Mask finished second by three lengths from 
Silvo. Drifter beat his stable companion. 
Sergeant Murphy, winner of the race last 
year, for fourth place at the finish. Both 
Sanford horses jumped well, but they had no 
speed in reserve in the last mile when the 
re.sult was finally decided. 

Behind the Sanford pair came Wavetown. 
Shaun Spadah, winner in 1921, and Ballinode. 
The other twenty-two starters all came to 
grief. The favorite. Conjuror II., which went 
to the post at 5 to 2, fell after completing tlio 
first mile of the cour.se 

Master Robert is the first entire horse to 
win the Grand National since Grudon scored 
twenty-three years ago. He is a descendant 
of the mare Fair May, which w'as exported 
to the United States in 1888, Master Rob- 
ert’s trainer, Aubrey Hastings, is an old han<l 
at preparing jumpers for the severe test of 
the Aintree course. He trained Ascetic’s 
Silver, winner of the race in 1906, and Ally 
Sloper, which scored in 1915, and Bally Ma- 
cad, which took the event in 1917.

This date w'as re- 
quested by Mr. Wertheimer, who plans to 
have Epinard, in charge of trainer Eugene 
Leigh, in this country prior to that date. 
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With the publication of the entries for the 
Inaugural Handicap at Bowie there is afforded 
an idea of just how the long eastern season 
of racing will be launched at the Maryland 
track Tuesday. Twenty-four were named and 
still it is possible that more names will be 
received through the mails. But even should 
there come no other nominations the list is 
one that assures a worthy renewal of the 
seven eighths sprint that raises the curtain for 
the long campaign of racing. 

The fact that the closing is so late makes 
certain that a large percentage of those named 
will be seen in action Tuesday afternoon. And 
there is another interesting angle in the fact 
that a great majority of those made eligible are 
horses that were not raced through the winter 
months. 

It serves to Aow that the thoroughbreds 
that have been in retirement during the cold 
months are considered far enough advanced at 
this time to race the seven eighths for the 
considerable sum that is offered by the South- 
ern Maryland Association. There have been 
excellent reports from training quarters and 
the proportion of entries received from such 
quarters is a verification of these reports of 
horses that are ready. 

It has been expected that S. C. Hildreth 
would send some entries from the Rancocas 
P'arm, but unless they are received by mail the 
only representative will be old Dunboyne. This 
horse was prepared by “Jack” Richardson at 
Bowie and has shown enough to w'arrant the 
belief that he will stand up again this year. 

William Garth has a strong hand in the 
J. S. Cosden pair Dunlin and Good Times, and 
H. P. Whitney is represented by Swingalong 
and Margin, a pair that Fred Hopkins trained 
at the old Benning track. 

All through the list are found good ones 
and the Inaugural cannot fail to bring about 
a great contest, should the weather and track 
condition be favorable fw the opening.

He has no reason to 
regret his purchase aini it is probable that 
Dominique will go on to greater things since 
his rejuvenation by trainer Patterson.

Lawrence Waterbury was among the spec- 
tators during the training hours. He saw 
Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt II. ’s Sarazen, the 
future favorite for the Kentucky Derby, go 
half mile in :57. The gelding had not 
been out for several days and he was not 
asked for speed. 

ST. JAMES NOT OUT. 

George D. "Widener’s St. James, another of 
the prominent Derby candidates which is 
training at Belmont Park, was not out for 
a trial Tuesday. Monday morning the Wide- 
ner colt was sent a half mile in :53 under 
stout restraint. He has not been asked for 
speed as yet. 

There were a number of two-year-olds out 
for trials. The best workout shown by the 
youngsters was that of two from the Gifford 
A. Cochran barn, which went a quarter mile 
in :22%. 

W. H. Karrick brought the W. R. Coe 
horses outside for the first time this week.
